"personally offensive" to himself and 
Byrd. 


"In fact," Glass added, "we were 


told through the newspapers that his 
nomination was to be proposed as a 
rebuke for the failure of the two sen- 
ators from Virginia to vote for the 
measures proposed by the president 
of Ihe Uniled States." 


Both Glass and Byrd arc accounted 


among the senate's bloc of anti-ad- 
ministration Democrats. To that ex- 
lenl the controversy over the Roberts 
appointment served to emphasize the 
split in Democratic ranks.

enue collectors in Arkansas totaled 
$7,854,893.60 during the calendar year 
1938 as compared with $8,024,119.68 in 
1937, 
officials of the Revenue Bureau 


disclosed Thursday. 


The federal income tax yielded 54,- 


162,503.32 in 1938, a gain from the ?4,- 
132,239.9G collected in 1937, Corpora- 
lion income taxes gained, jumping from 
$1,836,561.62 to $2,004,781.79, while in- 
dividual income taxes dropped from 
?2,295,678.33 to $2,157,721.53. 


Pay roll Uaxcs dropped from $1,930,- 


537.42 for 1937 to $1,490,494,81 for 1938. 
Miscelluuuuus internal revenue col- 
lections (including receipts of post- 
masters from the sale of documentary 
stamps and of esstonis collectors from 
the excise tax on imported liquors) in- 
creased from $1,961,342.30 for 1937 to 
$2,201,895.47 for 1938. 


Pennsylvania passed Illinois as the 


second biggest federal taxpayer in 1938, 
the report showed. Neiy York retained 
fwst place paying $1,187,356,390 of the 
$$,507,613,350 collected by the Internal

V. ' With Most People 


innumerable surveys of diet and 


health indicate that certain foods much 
more likely to disagree with healthy 
people than are others. The vege- 
tables of the1 cabbage family are n- 
mong the leaders in this list. Garlic, 
onions and cocolate are closely as- 
sociated. 


When 1000 healthy persons were 


questioned as to the foods which 
disagreed with them, the vast maj- 
ority stated that cabbage was respon- 
sible. Both cooked cabbage and raw 
cabbage , have been blamed. 
Some 


of the people said that the cabbage 
responsible was overcooked. 


From a scientific point of view it 


has'been'found that'the strong flavor 
of hot cabbage, sauliflower, arid tur- 
nips is probably due to the setting 
free of sulphur compounds by the 
ferments. 
Long cooking of vegeta- 


bles in the cabbage family tends 
to develop disagreeable flavors and 
odors, including also the development 
of an increased acidity. 


When the vegetables are cooked from 


the first in,cold or tepid water, the 
plant enzymes that are present will 
decompose the suphur compounds. 


_ If the vegetables are placed in boil- 
ing water in an uncovered kettle and 
cooked for the shortest posible tim,e 
to 'produce tenderness, th^se effects 
do not occur.

Just how so large a company of 


icoplc liappend to b gathered to- 
other is not made clear, especial- 
y as many of the company apparent- 
y were nto Christian disciples. Some 
ind gathered out of curiousity or 
even with a 'spirit of hostility, ant 
when the strange manifestations o 
spenking in tongues and other in 
cidenls that have often mnrked highly 
emotionalized religious experience oc- 
cui'rcd, thy were inclined to scoff a'ric 
to suggest ttiat Uiose so emotionally 
jrouscd were druk. 


But Peter met the charge very squor 


ly, and in his greal sermon so brough 
home to the consciences of his hearer 
their responsibility for the rejectioi 
and crucifixion; of Jesus that many p 
them turned Ho the new way of fail 
with repenlnrice and sincerity. 


One recalls, as we now hnve it i: 


the New Testment, a laler admonitio 
of Paul to the early Christians—"Be 
not drunk with wine, where in is 
excess, but be filled yith Ihe Spirit." 
The filling of man's soul with the Spirit 
of Gid brings n great experience of 
exaltation. 


In some respects we may view these 


extreme manifestations of emotion 
on the day at Penetecost in much the 
same way that we would view such 
manil'eslatioins as they have occur- 
ed frequently in connection with re- 
ligious revivals or in religious services 
where the emotional element has been 
strongly emphasized. 


But the important thing about Penel- 


cost, in contracst with some of thse 
other occasions, is that beneath all 
this emotional excitement was a deep 
and sound moral and spiritual realism. 


There is no value in religious emot- 


ionalism lhal is nol either the expres- 
sion, or the result of, sound morality 
anl spiritual awakening. 
In 
fact, 


it becomes a ral menace to true religion 
when such experiences are exalted lo 
the neglect or disregard of the es- 
sentials of Christian truth and of 
Christian Jiving. 


Through Ihe ages the church has 


been more ready to (emphasize and 
emulate the xeeesses of emotion at, 
Pentecost than to rpeat in its life 
the dee prealities of xlevolion and turn- 
ing to God. Both the church and the 
modern world need the reproduction 
of Pentecost, but il is the Pentecosl 
of deep and thoroughgoing religious 
experience, 


Power from on high is as realiz- 


able and effeclive an experience for 
Christians today as il was for Ihose 
asembled on the day of Penecost,
